The rights auld duties of associate j 
Judges in Adams and 13 other coun­ 
ties of the state were described by 
Judge W. C. Sheely, president Judge ( 
of the courts of Adams and Fulton 
Counties, In a talk Monday evening 
before the local Rotary and Lions 
Clubs at a joint dinner meeting at 
the VFW home on F Middle St. 
“They are not 'flower pot* officials 
or simply ornam ental fixtures on the 
bench.” Judge Sheely said, “They 
perform their duties conscientiously 
and feel a responsibility to perform 
the acta prescribed for them by 
law. They are a definite help to the 
president Judge in reaching decisions i 
for they contribute a layman’s point 
of view, a hum an point of view and I 
force me to justify my own con- j 
| elusions and help clarify my think- | 
; ing.” 
He pointed out th a t the office of 
associate judge is often conferred 
as an honor and therefore usually 
goes to high-type individuals. 
Traces Development 
“The office goes back to the con­ 
stitution of 1790 because there was 
a need for them then in the days 
of circuit riding president Judges 
land attorneys.’’ the speaker said. 
He traced the development of ju ­ 
dicial organization through the last 
century and a half, pointing out 
th a t until 1850 all judges in this 
state were appointed by the gover­ 
nor. The state’s judicial districts 
were not set up until 1873. The 
Judge reviewed a number of high 
court decisions that have decided 
the rights and lim itations of the 
associate Judges. 
He pointed out th a t with a popu­ 
lation of more than 40.000. Adams 
County is now entitled to be a sepa­ 
rate Judicial district but that in the 
last re-districting this county was 
not affected, He said the A dam s- 
Fulton judicial district Is the only 
one on the state in which the 
counties are not “contiguous." 
Judge Sheely said he knew of no 
reason why Adams and Fulton Coun­ 
ties were Joined in one district ex­ 
cept for political considerations. “If 
Adams had not been linked with Ful­ 
ton it m ight have been joined with 
York. Cumberland or Franklin and
